Brookhaven National Labora- 
tories, believe that an element 
within the cell itself (DNA, the 
mastermind of h e r e d i t y ) 
might one day be stabilized to 
halt the gradual modifications 
that constitute the aging proc- 


ess. Others are investigating 
the stress in the environment 
on the ceil. 


Although scientists v a r y 


considerably in t h e i r ap- 
proach, m o s t 
agree that 


good health habits and speci- 


fic steps can be taken to slow 
down the aging process. One 
researcher, in his late sixties, 
keeps fit by taking long walks, 
avoiding tobacco and eating 
sensibly. He knows — as most 
doctors have stressed — that 


the body, as it ages, needs a 
proper, well-balanced d i e t , 
much as it did in youth. 
However, doctors point out, 
the mature body needs fewer 
calories than it once did to 
keep functioning properly. 


"Stay slim," physicians rec- 


ommend, "and avoid a wide 
range of health problems." 
Recent statistics bear them 
out. They show that overweight 
people just don't live as long 
as those who can still find 
their own waistlines. 


Maturing Women 


The woman over 40. physi- 


cians say, should not only 
keep a careful check on her 
health habit?, but also on the 
state of her health. She should 
see her doctor for regular 
checkups. 
If she's in her 


menopausal years, and if siie 
needs estrogen replacement, 
her doctor can prescribe it 
according to

specific- 


needs. 
Although hormone replace- 
ment therapy was once given 
only for severe menopausal 
difficulties, a growing body of 
scientific e v i d e n c e now 
associates long-term changes 
in aging, such as the loss of 
the skin's moisture and elas- 
ticity

britfleness of the bones, with 
an estrogen deficiency in the 
post menopausal years. 


Dr. Allan C. Barnes of 


Johns Hopkins in Baltimore, 
in advocating such replace- 


ment therapy, says, "This 
provides an opportunity 
to 


help w o m e n retain good 
health 
in their 
advancing 


years." 
With the phenomenon of the 
four-day week and more leis- 
ure generally, today's woman 
has much m o r e time to 
take care of herself than her 
mother did. Apart from main- 
taining the mechanisms of her 
body through proper nutrition, 
she can stay in shape through 
exercise and other activities. 
She's discovering that even a 
simple walk can be a fine 
overall conditioner, good for 
improving muscle tone, heart 
action, circulation, respiration 
and digestion.

Old Anchor Rests in Oshkosh 


OSHKOSH — A corroded 


wrought iron anchor, mute 
evidence of a sailing ship 
believed to have gone down in 
the 
cold 
waters 
of Lake 


Superior perhaps 100 years 
ago, has come to rest at the 
Oshkosh Public Museum. 


John H. Kuony, museum 


director, said the anchor was 
found in 1964 by a museum 
expedition which explored Isle 
Roy ale, about 50 miles north 
of the Keweenaw Peninsula in 
Lake Superior. 


The old relic was discovered 


in about 20 feet of water off 
an Isle Royale reef by the late 
Owen Jones, a Milwaukee 
scuba diver who accompanied 
the expedition. 


Larger Boat 


The expedition's small boats 


were too light to raise the 
a p p r o x i mately 300-pound 
anchor entirely out of the 
water, so it was hauled to a 
nearhy cove and lashed to a 


tree at the water's edge. 


Equipped with a larger boat 


and a heavy winch, Jones 
managed to bring the anchor 
up the following year. 


Kuony said it was taken to 


Milwaukee and later to El- 
lison Bay in Door County, 
where it "was exhibited for a 
short time several years ago. 
More recently, the anchor was 
stored in a marina at Sister 
Bay, Wis. 


Kuony said the museum's 


1964 expedition searched Isle 
Royale for e v i d e n c e s of 
ancient copper mining by the 
prehistoric Indians who com- 
prised the Old Copper Culture 
of W i s c o n s i n and Upper 
Michigan. 


Copper Mining 


The Old Copper people, so 


called because they fashioned 
weapons, 
implements 
a n d 


ornaments by cold hammering 
native copper, flourished from 
about 3500 to 1000 B.C. 


For a brief time during the 


1870's, the Isle Royale copper 
lodes were mined commercial- 
ly by white men. 


It is thought, according to 


Kuony, that the anchor came 
from a small vessel, probably 
a two-masted schooner, which 
was bringing supplies to the 
Isle R o y a l e mining com- 
munity. Presumably, the ship 
was caught in a storm and 
broke up on the reef where 
the anchor was discovered. 


Her timbers had long ago 


been washed out into the lake, 
but divers found, along with 
the anchor, patent medicine 
bottles of the period, and iron 
hasps and cleavers. The smal- 
ler souvenirs of the old ship 
are on exhibit at the museum.

Our New Economic Policy 


President Nixon's dramatic package 


of economic proposals can be compared 
to treating a nervous breakdown with 
massive doses of tranquilizers. They 
offer some temporary solutions to our 
worst economic problems, but the 
problems will still be there after the 
effects .of the medication wears off. 


The real test will come then within 


the next 90 days or so, and the test will be 
whether we can work out more per- 
manent solutions. 


The freeze on wages and prices is for 


90 days. Some critics already are 
forecasting 
a renewed and more 


vigorous outbreak 
of inflationary 


pressures at the end of that period. 


Likewise, the steps taken to improve 


our balance of payments in foreign trade 
are temporary, and will be of real value 
only if more permanent international 
arrangements can be made. 


Cutting the U. S. dollar loose from a 


fixed value in gold should act to increase 
exports and reduce imports vis a vis 
specific nations like Japan and West 
Germany. The extended period of 
prosperity experienced in those coun- 
tries since World War II combined with 
their refusal to revalue their currencies 
and our refusal to devalue ours has given, 
them increased advantages in monetary 


competition with other nations. The 
dollar now will reach a more realistic 
value level in relation to yen and marks. 


International conversations to arrive 


.at 
a 
more 
equitable monetary 


arrangement already are under way and 
President Nixon has devised a powerful 
incentive for other nations like Japan 
and West Germany to meet us half way 
in the 10 per cent surcharge on imports 
he has initiated. 


That surcharge will have a drastic 


effect on the purchase of Japanese and 
German automobiles in this country, for 
example, or on Japanese electronic 
equipment which has been making in- 
creasingly dramatic inroads into the 
American market. 


Again, Mr. Nixon has termed such a 


surcharge temporary, however. It poses 
the possible danger of reprisal moves of 
a similar nature by other countries 
against American exports. But Mr. 
Nixon obviously .hopes it will lead to a 
more favorable foreign trade climate for 
this country, in which case it could be 
dropped. 


So we will really not be able to assess 


the success of the new Nixon policies for 
some time to come. That assessment 
will definitely come within a year from 
now, though, and it will have a very vital 
effect on the 1972 presidential election. 


The Transit Dilemma 


No doubt because the development 


has been so gradual and has continued 
for 
such a long period, public 


policymakers have given little heed to 
what is one of the truly challenging 
problems involving the community 
health and vigor of most of the principal 
urban centers of Wisconsin. 


It is the continued decline of urban 


transit, and the irrefutable evidence that 
very soon private enterprise will be 
unavailable for the supplying of the 
reasonably dependable and economical 
passenger transport within communities 
that will always be vital to the welfare of 
large numbers of the aged, the under- 
privileged, the young, the physically 
handicapped and the ill. 


The Milwaukee Association of 


Commerce, not known for its espousal of 
radical causes, has publicly called for 
the development of a publicly supported 
transit system in the state's largest city. 
In a dozen or more of the other principal 
communities of Wisconsin private 
systems have collapsed or are near 
collapse, and continue only because of 
municipal subsidy or the hope thereof. In 
some instances, as in Madison and 
Janesville, the city governments have 
taken over the bus lines not because they 
desired to do so, and not because their 
residents especially wanted such action, 
but because there was no alternative 
course of action to assure continuation of 
a transit system on even a minimum 
level. 


Now the Milwaukee county board has 


asked the legislature to authorize the 
operation of transit systems by county 
governments. 


Counties do not yet have "home rule" 


in the sense that it is exercised by 


municipalities. 
Thus 
legislative 


authorization for county enterprise here 
is required. For the average citizen 
whose tax liability is implicitly involved 
in either situation, the choice is probably 
irrelevant. But in many localities the 
county is the more logical proprietor 
here. In Milwaukee a serviceable bus 
system must encompass the suburbs as 
well as the parent city, and to some 
degree that situation prevails in other 
growing cities. 


In a purely objective analysis — if 


that is ever possible in the resolution of a 
public problem — the motor vehicle 
which has contributed so mightily to the 
decline and fall of urban transit should 
be held liable in part for its collapse. But 
legislative history at Madison has shown 
that the motor vehicle owner is a 
curiously privileged person. Not only 
does he continue to pay absurdly low 
taxes on his vehicle as property — even 
in a comparison with practices 
elsewhere in the country — but there is a 
.collective bellow of protest when- 
anybody suggests that the state highway 
fund, representing motor fuel taxes, be. 
tapped for urban transit relief. Thus the 
proposal of the state department of 
transportation that it be authorized to 
establish urban transit systems is 
almost surely doomed. 


• Counties, like cities, can receive 


substantial federal aid grants to provide 
transit service. For the immediate 
future, 
the conclusion must be that 


county or municipal enterprise is' the 
only feasible alternative to utter 
collapse of transport for those persons 
who won't, or don't, or can't use 
automobiles.

MostLack Humor 


One of the weaknesses of the 


ideological right in Wisconsin 
and America (as well as the 
far left) is a singular lack of 
humor, an icy conviction that 
civilization will collapse the 
day after tomorrow, if not 
earlier, and a 
profound 


suspicion that anyone who 
questions any of the rightists' 
doctrines is a fool or a rogue, 
or both. 


It is here that Merkel is a 


refreshing exception. He is a 
tolerant and even kind an- 
tagonist in floor debate. He 
grins often as he contemplates 
his own lonely role as the 
patient and dogged defender 
of conservative principles and 
purposes. He knows when he 
arises that he will change no 
votes. But he speaks often and 
well, nevertheless, and thus 
adds legitimacy to the idea 
that the legislature should be a 
forum for all viewpoints, 
.popular or otherwise. 


Articulate Engineer 


Merkel is an engineer, a fact 


that singularly fails to im- 
press those liberal 
"in- 


tellectuals" who equate en- 
gineers with college-trained 
mechanics. Notwithstanding, 
he has improved the spirit and 
quality of Assembly debate in 
recent terms more than any 
other except perhaps the more 
prominent members who owe 
their influence and often their 
reception to their rank in 
party caucuses. 


Day after day, rarely with

I am using it in the idiomatic 
sense of not "losing your 
cool." 


"Blessed are those who do 


not lose their cool." That is to 
say, those who do not give way 
to temper under stress, those 
who know that a soft answer 
turns away wrath, those who 
do not respond to crisis with 
rage, 
recrimination 
or 


hysteria. 


A cool person does not 


prejudge 
on 
insufficient 


evidence; does not draw large 
generalizations from narrow 
observations; does not con- 
fuse differences with in- 
feriorities; 
does 
not 


automatically process new 
facts so that they conform to 
old fancies; does not suffer 
from the paranoid delusion 
that the ends justify the 
means. 


A cool person never says, 


"Why 
did this have to happen 


to me?" or "You have to fight 
fire with fire," or "God knows. 


I wasn't to blame," or "It 
serves him right," or "They 
asked for it," or that hottest 
rationalization straight from 
Hades, "You have to live." 


"Cool" as a noun is quite 


different 
in 
depth 
and 


dimension from "cool" as an 
adjective in that old phrase, 
"cool, calm and collected." 
The adjective has no moral 
connotation - a man can be 
"cool" kidnaping a child — 
but the noun has a builtrin 
moral significance. 


You don't lose your cool for 


reasons of internal integrity, 
not for reasons of show or 
bravado. "Cool" is not the 
swagger of the man about to 
be executed, nonchalantly 
puffing on a last cigaret; it is 
the quiet refusal of a man to 
form part of the firing-squad, 
because he knows that all- 
executioners,

phrase, "are of the same 
family." 


When you lose your cool, the
